Deputy Marquez saw 
that the office contained several Samurai Swords, which had been placed on top of a 
cabinet. The deputies continued into the home, calling for the [to walk back to 
them so that they could obtain additional information. 


Due to the nature of the call and Suspect condition, the deputies tried to 
establish control of his hands while they investigated the matter further; however, 
Suspect Hircfused to cooperate and struggled against this endeavor. Deputy 
Marquez ultimately succeeded in gaining control of Suspect hands. Deputy 
Marquez was escorting Suspect from the residence when [intensified his 
resistive struggle and pulled one of his hands free from Deputy Marquez’s grasp. 
Deputy Marquez took Suspect [to the ground, where the drunken man struck the 
left side of his face on the marble floor. Deputies handcuffed him without further 
incident.

Deputies further learned that Suspect ij had disarmed his Must 
days priors to this incident when the man had armed himself with a knife and 
threatened to harm himself. 


Deputies transported Suspectfffto Henry Mayo Newhall Memorial Hospital for 
medical examination and a 72-hour detention pursuant to 5150 Welfare and 
Institutions Code. Medical staff later determined that Suspect [had sustained 
fractures to his left maxillary sinus and left zygomatic process, apparently as a result 
of striking his face on the floor during the takedown. Suspectlwas admitted to the 
hospital for 5150 WIC, and underwent surgery to repair the fractures after his 
psychiatric condition was treated. 


On March 25, 2010, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 

MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Ethan Marquez +E was 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy.

Upon their arrival they knocked 

on the front door, which was opened by Witness [The deputies asked 

Witness | j there was anyone inside the home that wanted to kill themselves, 

and Witness MAM told them that it was his The deputies asked Witness 
to exit the home, but Witness ignored them, and walked back 

inside. 


The two deputies entered the home, in order to contact Suspect As Deputy 
Marquez entered, he saw an office, located to the right of the front entry door. Deputy 
Marquez saw that the office contained several Samurai Swords, which had been 
placed on top of a cabinet. The deputies continued inte the home, calling for Witness 
E- walk back to them, so that they could obtain additional information. 
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Witness [EE continued to walk further into the home, and the deputies followed, 


As they entered the home's family room, they saw Suspect which Witness ME 
identified as his {I Suspcctlllentered the home's dining room, and sat on one of 
the chairs. Deputy Marquez began questioning Sus ect Mout Suspect vas 
unresponsive. The deputies observed that Suspect Bivas wearing a “baggy” sweater, 
and they were concerned that he could be carrying a weapon.

Deputy Marquez directed Suspec'lfto stand up. so that he could be checked for 
weapons. Deputy Marquez took hold of Suspect [left wrist, at which point Suspect 
Hilbecame tense. Deputy Marquez took hold of Suspect fright wrist and applied a 
firm grip on both his wrists. Suspect began shouting, and attempted to break free of 
Deputy Marquez’ grip. Witness [J also began shouting at the deputies. 


Fearing an escalation of Siepe Micii tii Deputy MM retrieved his TASER 
and pointed it at Suspect ll Deputy also requested, via his portable radio, for 
additiona| units to respond to their location. Deputy Marquez was able to pull Suspect 
Hl wrists behind his back, but Suspect ffcontinued to pull forward and twist his body, 
in an attempt to break free, Because of Suspect actions, Deputy Marquez was 
unable to conduct a pat down search for weapons.

The deputies were concerned about the possibility of weapons inside the home, and 
the possibility that Witness B become involved. The deputies decided to 
escort Suspect fto the outside of the residence. Deputy Marquez, utilizing a firm grip 
on Suspect wrists, began escorting him toward the front door of the residence. As 
they approached the door, Suspect began pulling and twisting his body, in an 
apparent effort to break free. Suspect[wes also shouting to Deputy Marquez to let 
him go. 


Because of Suspect Hi continuous resistence, Deputy Marquez told Deputy M 
that they should handcuff him. Suspect ffbegan lunging his body from side to side, at 
one point striking the left side of his face on the hallway wall. The deputies attempted 
to handcuff Suspect [J but due to his resistence, they were unable to place the 
handcuffs on his wrists. Suspect Eves able to momentarily take hold of Deputy 


E ciis. with his right hand. 
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The momentum of the struggle took the deputies and the suspect to the office/front 
door area of the home. Deputy [EM retrieved his Oleoresin Capsicum spray, and 
warned Suspect fffthat he was going to be sprayed if he did not stop resisting. Deputy 
HE <id this as a ruse, in the hope that Suspect would cooperate. Suspect 
continued to resist, and refused to comply with the deputies’ commands. 


The deputies decided that their best course of action, in order to safely control and 
handcuff Suspect J was to take him down to the floor. Deputy Marquez pivoted his 
body to the left, and using his body weight, pulled Suspectldown to the floor. 
Suspect face and chest struck the floor as he was taken down. Once on the floor, 
Suspect llcontinued to resist the deputies’ efforts to handcuff him. After a short 
struggle, ihe deputies were finally able to handcuff him, and detained him without 
further incident.

Suspect was initially treated for his injuries by the Los Angeles County Fire 
Department personnel, who were already on scene. He was then transported to Henry 
Mayo Hospital where he received additional treatment. It was later determined that 
Suspect had sustained a fracture to his left Zygomatic Arch (Cheek Bone Fracture), 
and a fracture to his Maxillary sinus (Nasal Fracture). Suspect was ultimately 
detained for a 72-hour psychiatric evaluation and treatment, 5150 WIC.

Ethan Marquez A | was interviewed on January 14, 2010, at 0840 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores. The interview was conducted at the 
Santa Clarita Station. Deputy Marquez chose to be interviewed without representation, 
and the interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy Marquez said that upon initially contacting Suspect he was unresponsive 
and uncooperative. He said he was concerned that Suspect bossibly had a weapon 
on his person, and due to the nature of the call, felt that he immediately needed to 
search him. Deputy Marquez said that as he took hold of suspect wrists, he 
immediately became resistive, attempting to break free. 


Deputy Marquez said that though the suspect was resisting, he was able to control him 
by maintaining a firm grip on his wrists. He said he was not abie to either handcuff or 
search the suspect, due to the suspect's actions. Deputy Marquez said he did not 
want to let go of Suspect fearing that doing so would require an escalation of force. 


Deputy Marquez said that while he controlled the suspect at the dining room table, he 
considered asking Deputy Eto help him handcuf: him. However, he knew that 
Deputy was also monitoring the surrounding area, and he was concerned 
about other residents inside the home. Deputy Marquez said they decided to escort 
the suspect outside, because they felt it would be safer 


Deputy Marquez said that as he escorted the suspect toward the front door, he 
continuously attempted to break free, by moving his torso and pulling his hands. He 
said that the suspect was moving and pulling so much, that at one point he struck the 
left side of his head on a wail. Deputy Marquez said that he was becoming fatigued 
controlling the suspect. He said he told Deputy Bikha: they should just handcuff 
he suspect, while still inside the home. 


Deputy Marquez said the suspect resisted their efforts to handcuff him. He said the 
suspect even took hold of the handcuffs, further thwarting their efforts. He said that 
Deputy B anc the suspect that he was going to get sprayed with Oleoresin 
Capsicum, bui the suspect continued to struggle. Deputy Marquez said that he saw a 
ireman enter the home, and he (Deputy Marquez) asked if he could help them control 
he suspect. He said the fireman quickly exited the home. 


Deputy Marquez said that due to the suspect’s continuous resistence, he felt that the 
best course of action was to take him down to the floor. 
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Marquez said he felt he would be able to better control him, and handcuff him, if he 
took him down. Deputy Marquez said he was also concerned about the weapons he 
had seen in the office (Samurai Swords), which they were now standing next to. 


Deputy Marquez said he and Deputy MI discussed their plan of taking the 
suspect down. He said he then pivoted his body to the left, and took the suspect 
down. He said that the suspect continued to struggle, but they were finally able to 
handcuff him. Deputy Marquez said that he was unaware that the suspect’s face had 
struck the floor. He said that after the suspect was handcuffed, they escorted him 
outside, where the paramedics began treating him.

Deputy EM was interviewed by Internal Affairs Sergeant Carlos Flores on January 
14, 2010, at 0755 hours. The interview was conducted at the Santa Clarita Sheriff's 
Station. Deputy [chose to be interviewed without representation, and the 
interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Deputy lstated that upon contacting Suspectfat the dining room table, he 
was extremely uncooperative. He said that when Deputy Marquez took hold of 
Suspect fn order to conduct a pat down search for weapons, he began pulling his 
hands, attempting to break free. Deputy Mk aid he did not assist Deputy 
Marquez at that point, because he was concerned about other family members that 
were in the home. He said he was confident in Deputy Marquez’ ability to contro! the 
suspect. Deputy A20 he asked for additional units to respond, via his portable 
radio. 


IAB Note: A recording of Deputy ME emergent radio traffic is included 
in this case book. See Exhibit 1. In the recording, Deputy ME 
is heard requesting two units to respond to his location, regarding 
an uncooperative suspect. 


Deputy {said they made a decision to escort the suspect out of the home, 
because ‘hey felt it was safer. He said that Deputy Marquez began escorting the 
suspect toward the front door, as he (Deputy [IB ‘kept an eye” on their 
surroundings. Deputy [said the suspect continued to move his body, and pull 
his hands, resisting Deputy Marquez’ efforts to control him. He said that he saw the 
suspect lung forward, and strike his head on a wall. 


Deputy M -2:0 that before they reached the front door, Deputy Marquez told him 
that they were going to have to handcuff the suspect. 
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HS sic they attempted to handcuff the suspect, but his resistence prevented 
them. He said that the suspect grabbed the handcuff, which additionally frustrated 
their efforts. Deputy said he warned to the suspect that he would be sprayed 
with Oleoresin Capsicum, but the suspect continued to struggle. He said he was not 
really going to spray the suspect, but warned him in the hopes that he would then 
cooperate. He said that he did not spray the suspect, because he did not want to 
contaminate his partner. 


Deputy I saic that he suggested to Deputy Marquez to take the suspect down to 
the floor. He said he believed they would be able to better control and handcuff the 
suspect, if they took him down. Deputy seid he saw Deputy Marquez pivot to 
his left, and he took the suspect down to the floor. He said the suspect continued to 
struggle, but they were finally able to handcuff him. Deputy N: he saw the 
suspect hit his face on the floor, when he was taken down by Deputy Marquez. 


Deputy said that prior to taking the suspect down to the floor, a firefighter 
(Witness Ahten) entered the residence. He said they asked the firefighter for help, but 
the firefighter exited the home. He said the firefighter possibly exited the home, 
because he thought the suspect was about to be sprayed with Oleoresin Capsicum.

SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS: 


Suspect [was interviewed by Santa Clarita Station Sergeant Klement, and the Watch 
Commander, Sergeant Gary Miller EJ on December 29, 2009, at 2316 hours. 
The interview was conducted at the Henry Mayo Hospital, located at 23845 McBean 
Parkway, in Valencia, and was video recorded. (Exhibit H). 


When questioned about what had occurred, Sus} ect would only say that he was 
“beat up.” When asked to elaborate, Suspect stated that he would not be making 
any further statements, and that he wanted to contact tis attorney. Sergeant Klement 
then concluded the interview. Based on Suspect B statements, the Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigators did not contact him. 


DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 

Klement, Timothy, Sergeant +B 

Sergeant Klement has been a department member for twenty-one years. He has been 
a sergeant for two years, and has been assigned to the Santa Clarita Station for five 
months. He was telephonically interviewed by internal Affairs Sergeant Carlos Flores 


on January 15, 2010 at 1315 hours. The interview was digitally audio recorded. 
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Sergeant Klement said he was not present when the deputies took Suspect Bno 
custody, but he did respond shortly after. He said he did not witness the force that the 
deputies used, but the deputies reported their force immediately upon his arriva! to the 
location. 


Sergeant Klement said he interviewed two witnesses at the scene, Witness ME 
Haid Witness Andre Ahten. Both interviews were video recorded (Exhibit H). 
Witness Klement also said he interviewed Suspect at the Henry Mayo Hospital, 
which was also video recorded (Exhibit H). He said that while at the hospital, he was 
informed by the medical staff of RP injures. However, due to the regulations 
in the Heaith Insurance Portability and Accountability Act (HIPAA), the staff would not 
provide him with any documentation regarding Suspect J medica! treatment.

NON-DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Witness is Suspectllfrineteen year old] He also resides at M 
He was interviewed by Santa Clarita Sergeant Timothy 
Klement on December 29, 2009, at 2224 hours. The interview was video recorded. 


Witness Hated that his B Suspect Hives drinking alcoholic beverages, 
and became drunk. He said the suspect began saying that he wanted to kill himself, 
and he (Witness [EEE became frightened. Witness [said he calied 911, 
due to the suspect's behavior. 


Witness [EE said the deputies responded and contacted the suspect in the 
dining room of the residence. He said one of the deputies took hold of the suspect 
and began escorting him toward the front door. Witness EEE said he saw that the 
suspect became tense when the deputy took hold of him. He said he heard the 
deputies shouting commands to the suspect, but due to his inebriated state, he was 
unresponsive. 


Witness [MM said he saw the deputies attempt to handcuff the suspect, but the 
suspect began telling them he did not want to be handcuffed. He said he saw that the 
suspect momentarily took hold of the deputy’s handcuffs. Witness {EE said he 
then saw the escorting deputy pivot to his left, and took the suspect down to the floor. 
He said the suspect struck his face on the floor, causing an injury. 


Witness EB said the deputies then handcuffed the suspect, and escorted him 
outside. He said the suspect was then taken to the hospital, via ambulance. 
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Witness said that for the last several weeks, the suspect has been very 
difficult to reason with. He said his left home ard went to China, and the 
suspect misses her very much. Witness| said that recently, the suspect has 
been drinking alcoholic beverages more often. 


Witness aid that the suspect did not want to harm anyone, and he (Witness 
believes the deputies should have been “gentler” they contacted him 

(Suspect Witness additionally told ooo. ill on Saturday, 

December 26, 2009, his had aiso threatened to kill himself. He told Deputy 


that on that date he had to forcefully remove a knife from his| hands 
(See Exhibit A).

Andrew Ahten 


Witness Ahten is a firefighter with the Los Angeles County Fire Department, Engine 
Company #76, in Castaic. He was interviewed by Santa Clarita Sergeant Timothy 
Klement on December 29, 2009, at 2211 hours. The interview was video recorded. 


Witness Ahten stated that he responded to the suspect's home due to a “psych 
rescue” call. Upon his arrival he approached the front door, and saw two deputies 
struggling with the suspect. He said that it appeared that the deputies had the suspect 
in a “control hold,” but the suspect was being combative and not following the deputies’ 
instructions. Witness Ahten said he also heard the suspect shouting at the deputies, 
and was “obviously agitated.” 


Witness Ahten said he heard the deputies telling the suspect to “calm down,” but the 
suspect continued to physically resist their efforts. He said he then heard one of the 
deputies state that he was going to use his spray (Oleoresin Capsicum), and the 
deputy suggested that he (Witness Ahten) step back outside. Witness Ahten said he 
stepped back outside, and away from the front door.

Witness Ahten said that the deputies were finally able to subdue the suspect, after 
they took him down to the floor. He said they then escorted him outside. He said the 
paramedics began treating the suspect, and eventually placed him inside the 
ambulance. Witness Ahten said he saw a one and one-half inch laceration above the 
suspect's left eye.

SUSPECT’S INJURIES: 


Suspect Hives transported to Henry Mayo Hospital, located at 23845 McBean 
Parkway, in Valencia. He was treated by Emergency Room Doctor Lawrence. Santa 
Clarita Sergeant Timothy Klement contacted Doctor Lawrence, and inquired about his 
injuries. Doctor Lawrence advised that sutures would be required for an injury 
(laceration) that Suspect sustained above his left eye. 


Sergeant Klement was later informed that Suspect had sustained a fracture to his 
left Zygomatic Arch (Cheek Bone Fracture), and a fracture to his Maxillary sinus (Nasal 
Fracture) Sergeant Klement took photographs of Suspect injuries (Exhibit D), 
and video recorded his interview (Exhibit H). 


IAB Note: Due to the regulations in the Health Insurance Portability and 
Accountability Act (HIPAA), Suspect medical treatment 
documentation was not provided to Sergeant Klement. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL:

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


No physical evidence was collected at the scene. However, the scene was video 
recorded by Field Sergeant Timothy Klement.

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 


The Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators did not respond to the suspect’s home. 
However, they did review the video recordings provided by Santa Clarita Sergeant 
Timothy Klement (Exhibit H). Based on the review of the video, it appears that the 
suspect's home is a two story, single family residence. There is an office located just 
to the right of the home’s front entry door. The office contains what appears to be 
several Samurai Swords. (Exhibits E and H).
